The aggregate value of the mort­ 
gage 
exemptions 
filed 
in Jackson 
«county this year is greatly in excess 
of the total tiled in 1915, according 
to figures today compiled from the 
report of the County 
Board of Re­ 
view which embraces all corporations 
with the exception 
of 
the City of 
Seymour. 
Exclusive 
of 
the single 
corporation the mortgage exemptions 
totaled $360,290. 
This is $42,450 
more than the exemptions filed one 
year ago which totaled $317,840. 
The Board of Review which con­ 
vened June 5th sjamt the entire iir»t 
week verifying the exemption figures 
filed in the 
v a rio u s 
townships and 
other c o r p o r a tio n s. 
The work ri not 
yet quite completed hut it is e x a c t­ 
ed that the board will finish verifying 
the figures from this city late today 
or tomorrow. 
The figures on file in 
the office of County Auditor Luedtkc 
show that of 
the 
corporations re­ 
ported each shows an increase ot 
exemptions with 
the 
exception of 
Vernon township. 
One year ago the 
total exemption.» amounted to $37,- 
480 while this year the exemptions 
are valued at $32,480 
in 
Vernon 
township, 
The increase in the larger number 
o f mortgages is accounted by the 
large number of real 
estate trans­ 
fers during twelve months prior to 
March 1, this year. 
It is explained 
that many farmers 
have purchased 
land and not having the full amount 
of the purchase 
price 
have given 
mortgages on the farms and accord­ 
ingly filed exemptions so as to avoid 
payment of taxes 
on 
the amount 
that is due. 
It is also said that a 
larger number of taxpayers are til­ 
ing exemption» 
than 
formerly as 
they have found that if they owe a 
considerable amount they can avoid 
taxation on a portion of it.

With two excellent concerts, one in 
the afternoon and the other in the 
evening, the Seymour Concert Band 
Sunday afternoon formally opened 
the summer season at Shields Park.

The boys have been practicing for 
several months preparatory to their 
appearance in public thi» 
summer 
and it is predicted that after they 
have

for several 
months the band will be one of the 
strongest in this part of the state. 
The band is composed of about for- 
ty-five members and each is working 
hard to bring up the standard of the 
organization. 
It is 
understood 
that 
arrange­ 
ments are being made to bring a band 
here each Sunday during the summer. 
Correspondence is in progre»s with 
several out-of-town organization» and 
arrangements will likely be complet­ 
ed so that they will appear before 
local crowds from time to time until 
fall. 
The Seymour musical organi­ 
zation will furnish the program on 
one Sunday each month. 
Many local people find the local 
park an ideal place to spend a hot 
Sunday afternoon. 
The playground 
furnishes a place for the amusement 
of the children it they do not care 
to remain around tin* band stand and 
as the grounds are under tin' super­ 
vision of a competent caretaker there 
is little danger of any of the children 
being injured wliile at play. 
The park is more popular with the 
citizens of Seymour than ever before 
and as soon os the permanent im­ 
provements are made there it will be 
vi»ited by larger numbers than ever 
before. 
Persons from out-of-town 
who have vi»ited the grounds are 
surprised by their natural beauty and 
declare the spot to be one of the 
most attractive to be found in any 
city in Indiana. 
Xot until the last 
few years has any special effort been 
made to popularize the park but with 
the installation of the swimming pool 
and the erection of th(> playground 
devices interest in it became more 
general and pronounced. 
The citizens' park committee has 
done excellent work 
in beautifying 
the grounds during the last two years 
and still further work is planned for 
the summer.

NEW LETTER BOXES 


Uncle Sam's New Letter Boxes Will 
Be Ready About 
July I. 


By United Press. • 
Washington, June 12.—About the 
last of this month I ncle Sam will be­ 
gin putting up the first of several 
hundred thousand new design letter 
boxes all over the country. 
The new 
box design is the joint product of 
post office department in Washington 
and the Art Commission of New York. 
While the design for the front was 
accepted by the post office depart­ 
ment, the design for the.ends is still 
subject to some modification, the de­ 
sign as a whole being termed some­ 
what conventional by post office offi­ 
cials. 
The preparation for a de­ 
sign for the new boxes was taken 
up by the Art Commission iti April, 
1914. 
It was itt first proposed to 
mount these b o x e s on pedestials, but 
this was disapproved hy the c o m m i s ­ 
sion and the conelu-ion was reached 
to affix them to electric light poles.

ers and seamen alike, the new feder­ 
al seamen’s law, Secretary of Com­ 
merce Redfield declared today. 
I rider the law, ships cannot put 
to sea from an American port with­ 
out the requisite number of register­ 
ed seamen. Objections were made to 
the law 
because it was 
claimed it 
would work a hardship 
on trading 
vessel operators in that they could 
not readily secure registered seamen 
i:i some ports, this difficulty tending 
to hold up their shipping. 
“Here 
is a 
good illustration 
of 
how the seamen’s law is operating, * 
Secretary Redfield said. 
“We re­ 
ceived a few days ago a telegram 
from the 
captain of 
a schooner at 
Poothbay, 
Maine, saying 
that he 
could not find the required number 
of registered seamen at the jxirt, and 
asking for permission to clear with 
what help he could employ. 
“The port official had refused him 
clearance because he did not have 
the required 
quota of 
registered 
seamen. 
“The 
Department 
immediately 
notified the port officials to make an 
investigation, asked the Department 
of Labor to notify through its repre­ 
sentatives at Bath and other nearby 
ports 
any registered 
seamen there 
and 
send them 
to Boothbay, 
and 
gave a"-uranee to the Captain that 
the government was looking out for 
him. 
“Within a remarkably short time 
a sufficient number of able seamen 
to man his vessel arrived at Booth­ 
bay, idle men were given employ­ 
ment, and he was able to sail with 
a competent crew,” 
A similar case was cited at Jack­ 
sonville, Fla, 
A steamboat captain 
appealed to the department for per­ 
mission 
to sai 1 with unregistered 
seamen.

short time the 
Department of Labor agents, by co­ 
operation 
with the

Commerce, placed at the disposal of 
the captain a sufficient crew of able 
seamen.

Our pro gress up the Ottawa w as so 
slo w, so to ilso me, the day s such a 
ro utine o f labo r and hardship, tin* 
scenes alo ng tin* sho re so similar, that 
I lo st all co nceptio n o f time. 
Ex cept 
fo r the Jesuit I had scarcely a co m­ 
panio n, and there were day s. I am 
sure, when w e did no t so much as 
ex change a wo rd. 
The men had no rest fro m labo r, 
ev en Cassio n changing fro m bo at to 
bo at as necessity aro se, urging them 
to renewed effo rts. 
The water was 
lo w. the rapids mo re than usually dan­ 
gero us, so that w e were co mpelled to 
po rtage mo re o ften than usual. 
Once 
the leading cano e v entured to sho o t a 
rapid no t co nsidered perilo us, and had 
a great ho le to rn in its pro w by a 
sharp ro ck. 
The men go t asho re, sav -

He was killed in au engagement with Mex ican 


ing the tv reek, but lo st their sto re o f 
pro v isio ns, and we were a day there 
making the damaged cano e again ser­ 
v iceable. 
Tills delay gav e me my o nly glimpse 
o f D'Artigny , still dripping fro m bis 
inv o luntary bath, and so busily en­ 
gaged at repairs as to be scarcely co n­ 
scio us o f my presence o n the bank 
abo v e him. 
Yet I can hardly say that, 
fo r o nce be glanced up. and o ur ey es 
met, and po ssibly he wo uld hav e jo ined 
me, but fo r the sudden appearance o f

unautho rized, 
but

widely co pied, attracting much unfav ­ 
o rable co mment in England, and last 
week Secretary Lansing directed Mr. 
Gerard to repo rt whether he had giv en 
any such interv iew.

United States and Germany as pre­ 
paring the way to r President Wilso n 
to take up the questio n o f peace, said 
America urgently needed peace and 
that his go v ernment was willing tc 
take actio n fo r its pro mo tio n.
